worked to get the project locked in at a nearly 65 percent 
reimbursement rate, and they added their kudos to the 
mix as well, citing the tri-towns' invaluable investment in 
the future.

Hall. In addition, Mr. Denham wished to bring to the 
attention of the public that there are blue star banners 
available from the Veterans Affairs Office for the close 
relatives of anyone who is serving in the military during 
the current war. 

During an excellent visual presentation and 
explanation of the town's current financial status from 
Chief Financial Officer and Town Accountant Judy 
Mooney which showed projected revenues for FY 2004, 
the operating budget for FY 2004, and projected revenues 
for 2005, both Ms. Mooney and Town Administrator 
Botelho, along with the Selectmen, expressed concerned 
that using the town's available Free Cash for current 
expenses is a dangerous method for balancing the budget 
which is mandated by law. All departments in the town, 
except the School Committee, have accepted a zero (0) 
percent increase in their budgets for FY 2005. 

A lengthy discussion between residents who 
were present and the board, Ms. Mooney, and Mr. Botelho 
followed which was very informative. The Selectmen 
agreed that a memo should be sent to both the Finance 
Committee (FinCom) and the School Committee stressing 
that the Board of Selectmen cannot support anything over 
the current budget appropriations. 

Resident Dan Goodman, who was present, 
suggested that future thought might be given to the idea 
of regionalizing the entire school system. Selectman 
Denham explained that there were several reasons that 
this might not be cost-effective, but a careful study of the 
ramifications might be pertinent. 

Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho then listed 
the meetings he will be attending during the upcoming 
week. Selectman Andrews will attend the School Building 
Committee meeting on Thursday, March 4 at 4:30 pm at 
Town Hall. Selectman Denham will attend the Water

A tax-deferred annuity is a contract between an insurance company and a contract owner. 
In a typical situation, the contract owner contributes funds to the annuity. The money put 
into the contract is then allowed to grow for a period of time. At some future date 
accumulated funds are paid out, generally through periodic payments made over either a 
specified period of time during the life of an individual, or the joint lives of a couple, and 
could be paid in a lump sum to a named beneficiary. Also, there are annuities that do 
provide income within thirty days of date of deposit for those immediate income needs. 

An equity-indexed annuity is a type of annuity which grows at the greater of an annual 
guaranteed minimum rate or the return from a specified stock market index. 

Fixed vs. Equity-Indexed Annuities 

Two primary annuity types are the fixed and variable annuities. (An equity-indexed 
annuity is a type of fixed-rated annuity.) Although these annuities share many features in 
common, the primary difference between them is in the mechanism used to credit 
earnings to the annuity. 

• Fixed annuities: Fixed annuities are characterized by a minimum interest rate 
guaranteed by the issuing insurance company. Typically, a minimum annuity 
benefit is also guaranteed. With a fixed annuity, the focus is on safety of 
principal and stable investment returns. 

• Equity-indexed annuities: In contrast, equity-indexed annuities (EIA) are 
characterized by a contract return that is the greater of an annual minimum 
rate (typically 3%) or the return from a stock market index, such as the 
Standard & Poor's 500 index, reduced by certain expenses and formulas. If 
the chosen index rises sufficiently during a specific period, a greater return is 
credited to the contract owner's account for that period. If the stock market 
index does not rise sufficiently, or even declines, the lower minimum rate is 
credited. An owner is guaranteed to receive back at least all principal, 100%, 
if an Equity Indexed Annuity contract is held for a minimum period of time, 
known as the penalty period.

(CBB) regarding changes in Buzzards Bay's ecosystem. As 
such. Water Quality Monitoring Coordinator Tony 
Williams would like to meet with the board to discuss "a 
new public education project we have been working on to 
expand awareness of local water quality issues." With the 
upcoming Town Meeting and budget issues pending, the 
board suggested meeting with Mr. Williams in late March 
or April. 

Under Action Items, the board first considered 
supporting legislation spearheaded by the Coalition for 
Buzzards Bay (CBB) aimed at preventing future oil spills 
in state waters like the Bouchard barge mishap last year.

"I guess this is just sort of an update (with the 
MRC)/' Chairman Jeffrey said. "I think it's important 
because nothing happens in a vacuum and I think some of 
the frustrations you're dealing with ... aren't just centered 
around your committee. Hopefully, (after this) you can go 
back and work on specific ideas." 

The MRC and Harbormaster Charles Bradley are 
jointly proposing new "Float and Outhaul Regulations" 
and changes in the "Float Permits /Vessel Harbor Permits 
Regulations" which will go before Town Meeting voters.

TRAINING YOUR PUPPY 

My fuf-py is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as their own room, 
not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing at night 
after being walked and is taken outside the first thing in the 
morning. After each meal the pup goes outside to the same spot 
with adult supervision and receives praise after elimination. 
The pup should stay in his crate during the day when he is not 
interacting with family members. He should go outside every 
30-60 minutes when he is free in the house. Most dogs are 
housebroken by 6 months. 

^Nhen can I start teaching him tricks? 

Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 minutes, 
10-30 times daily. Start with "come, sit, stay'' and then add 
other tricks as you desire. Heel is important with a large breed 
pup. If the dog walks ahead of you on a leash, turn around and 
start walking in the opposite direction. Praise the pup con- 
stantly when he/ she is walking without pulling.

On a related matter, Ms. Enroth- Whitlock noted 
they had received an application for an aquaculture 
license from MRC member Scott Cowell and they have 
yet to act on it.

• Noted the deadline for submitting Annual and 
Special Town Meeting warrant articles had passed and 
they will be discussing all the pertinent "money articles" 
with the Finance Committee (FinCom) on March 16. "This 
is going to be the year of 'water planning,'" she said, 
noting there are several water-related articles slated to 
appear on the warrant.

"I know we'll probably 
have to have (supplemental) Snow Removal and Town 
Legal (articles)."

Board to discuss some pending issues. Ms. Sullivan- 
Morgado first asked about the status of dispatchers in the 
Commuications Department and whether they are 
considered union employees under contract or still come 
under the purview of the Personnel Board. 

'They either come to us for hiring or any person- 
nel reasons or they don't/' she said. 

Selectman Laboa explained that they are essen- 
tially in transition right now, since they voted to unionize 
and the town is currently in the process of negotiating a 
contract with them. "We felt it was beneficial to do it the 
way we were doing it," Selectman Laboa said. "Once that 
contract is definite we won't be able to do that.

But we are obligated to negotiated a 
contract." 

Ms. Sullivan-Morgado next discussed implement- 
ing a "Sexual Harassment Policy" for the Town of Roches- 
ter, which she felt should be signed off by all employees. 

"The only written policy that exists is the one 
that's in the compensation plan," Mr. Huntoon said. 

Selectman Laboa suggested the policy should also 
be included in the revised Personnel By-Laws. 

"We voted to recommend that anyone who wants 
to view a personnel file will have to fill out a form," Ms.

"We also have some (employee) evaluation forms 
which have not been turned in/' Ms. Sullivan-Morgado 
said. 

"If they're under the Selectmen, you need to let us 
know (but) if they're under another department, you need 
to let them know," Chairman Parker said. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with residents Claudia 
Butler and John Dvorski regarding the proposed High 
Street Realty Project off High Street spearheaded by the 
Sippican Realty Trust and Lorusso Corporation. 

"We're here tonight because we learned last week 
there was a proposal made to the town ... we're concerned 
because we've been involved for a long time (and) we 
don't know what the proposal is," Ms. Butler said. "The 
main reason we're here (is to find out) about the lawsuits 
out there." 

The board members explained that although the 
project proponents have pending lawsuits as a means to 
appeal the Planning Board's previous denial of their 
initial proposal, they are hoping to work with them to 
come up with a plan that is mutual beneficial to the town 
and developer.

'To see if there was 
any possible solution instead of spending more money 
My question was: is there a possible way to create some kind 
of project in that area that might he a little more agreeable to 
everyone? I took a very personal interest as a resident in 
the size of (the project). That's a major piece of property in 
town. It's something that I would personally fight tooth 
and nail to not get 150 houses in there. It would be bad for 
the town, it costs everyone money, and it's not the best 
use of that property. No matter what happens with the 
negotiations ... it still has to go through the (entire) 
process."

Mr. Huntoon said the Board of Selectmen and 
Planning Board will be meeting with Town Counsel in 
Executive Session on March 11 to discuss this approach. 

"Personally, if there's any traffic that comes out of 
High Street, it's unacceptable ... (and) I speak for many, 
many people," Ms. Butler said. "\ would not find it 
acceptable if any resident has to look at the facility, or hear 
it." 

"This isn't the Board of Selectmen's decision, 
ultimately it's the Planning Board's decision," Chairman 
Parker said. "They can either resolve this and come up 
with a proposal with the property owners, or allow this to 
go into the courts and have a judge make the final deci- 
sion." 

"The whole idea is to try and get us out of this 
litigation and get a better plan," Selectman Laboa added. 
"We're just talking with our own boards and committees 
and our Town Counsel. (Lorusso) hasn't submitted a new 
plan, but they have submitted a new concept." 

In a formal letter to the board which was read 
into the record and signed by Claudia and Richard Butler, 
and Muriel and John Dvorski, they asked the board to 
continue their opposition to a large-scale gravel-crushing 
plant at the site. 

"The residents of the town have ... made it clear 
that they appreciate that the Planning Board, the Board of 
Appeals, and the Building Inspector recognize the detri- 
mental impact that this project would have on the town 
and its residents and that they acted on that recognition 
by denying the (initial) site plan and building permit for 
the project," the wrote. "We all understand what it means 
to live in Rochester — there is a quality of life here that is 
very difficult to find elsewhere — and we recognize the 
value of that life and the importance of protecting it. The 
decisions that you have made over the past two years will

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Passion Play

The Passion of the Christ. Starring James Caviezel 
and Monica Bellucci. Directed by Mel Gibson. 
Running time: 126 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Great sincerity often blinds one to one's own follies, and The 
Passion of the Christ, like most films dealing with the Jesus story, has 
its powerful moments and its goofy moments. Director Mel Gibson, 
as we Ve all heard ad infinitum by now, is a devout Catholic, and he 
approaches the material with a kind of robust reverence. Much of 
the filmmaking is accomplished and sure-footed; monotonous as 
the last hour is, it's paced like a shot. And Gibson does give the 
grateful audience one mild laugh, when Jesus (James Caviezel), in 
a flashback, is kidding around with his mother Mary (Maia 
Morgenstern, in probably the best performance). Still, the whole 
affair left me feeling rather remote and unmoved. By emphasizing 
the agony of Christ's last day to the near-exclusion of all else, 
Gibson has made a strange experimental film that he offers as an 
act of faith, but which seems more like an act of directorial hubris. 

Much has been made of the film's brutality, and I suppose it's 
helpful to warn people who haven't been to the movies much in the 
last thirty years that this isn't the sanitized crucifixion of, say. King 
of Kings. After all the talk about it, I had steeled myself for some- 
thing that would turn my stomach and rock my foundations, but, 
image for image, there's not a lot here you haven't seen if, like me, 
you grew up on a steady diet of violent horror movies. The 
difference here, as in Saving Private Ryan (which also came with 
media warnings for the elderly), is the sheer repetition and relent- 
lessness of the bloodletting. When Jesus' back is scourged, first with 
routine whips and then with sharp metal- tipped flails, and then the 
Romans turn him over so they can whip the front of him too, 
Gibson is giving us far more than we need to get the point. The 
violence becomes numbing, meaningless. 

At certain points, Gibson seems ready to go all the way into the 
horror genre. A bald, androgynous Satan (Rosalinda Celentano) 
makes an early appearance to tempt Jesus, then haunts the betray- 
ing Judas (Jarreth Merz) to suicide. Phantasms and grotesquely 
deformed children appear to Judas, and he hangs himself near a 
horse's maggot-infested corpse. The episode has the ooh-spooky 




tone of one of the Omen flicks (so does a moment when a disbeliever 
on the cross next to Jesus is visited by a hungry crow), and Gibson 
isn't a subtle enough director to pull off these moments of spiritual 
dread — they just come off cheesy. Sadly, Gibson is still indulging 
his homophobia, too, even here, in the episode wherein the deca- 
dent, fey King Herod taunts Jesus. 

Cinematically, Gibson gets some things right. The use of 
subtitled ancient languages (Latin, Aramaic) lends the movie a 
rhetorical gravitas that Martin Scorsese's rather more colloquial The 
Last Temptation of Christ sorely lacked. Director of photography 
Caleb Deschanel lights with an eye for mood, as if this were bihle 
noir. Gibson consciously moves away from an epic flavor, shooting 
almost the entire movie very close in — there can't be more than a 
handful of medium or long shots. Some of the practical details of 
the crucifixion, such as turning the cross over to hammer the nail 
points flush against the back of the cross planks, certainly show 
that Gibson has done his homework. 

It's all more or less skillfully done, but at the center of The 
Passion of the Christ is anguish without context; of course, you're 
supposed to bring the context with you — most of us know the 
story leading up to Jesus' death. But narratively, it makes for an 
awfully lopsided experience. Why fixate so much on the physical 
horrors of the story? The catalog of torture becomes squalid and 
borderline sadistic, and sadism at tedious length is no more 
interesting than anything else at tedious length. (And poor James 
Caviezel is given very little to do besides suffer; he comes off as the 
most blank movie Jesus in many years.) Powerful for a while, until 
its power begins to seep out somewhere in the second hour, this 
fraction of a story reduces one of history's most galvanizing 
legends to an endurance test — a sort of Extreme Sport for martyrs.

Messiah Complex

For the first time in a long tirae, people have been openly 
discussing what is often considered one of those ''taboo'' topics: 
religion. And like its dubious counterpart, politics, religion has 
that uncanny knack to either effectively unite or sharply divide 
groups of like-rainded individuals. So it should corae as no sur- 
prise to actor /filmmaker Mel Gibson that his recently-released 
film. The Passion of the Christ, has created such widespread con- 
troversy and polarized people with differing beliefs. 

Whether you view the film — and, by extension, Gibson him- 
self — as a passionate reflection of an artist's personal faith, a 
shrewd marketing attempt to capitalize on the death and torture 
of Jesus, or a veiled accusation against the Jewish people for "kill- 
ing Christ," what is important, I think, is that it has stirred de- 
bate and inspired people to discuss a matter that is far-too-often 
skirted for political-correctness' sake. 

Having now seen The Passion of the Christ, I'm perplexed as 
to why my counterparts in the press and, even more specifically, 
those who make their careers reviewing movies (our resident 
critic excepted), have devoted more ink to the circumstances sur- 
rounding the production and Mel Gibson himself than the movie 
in question. Although this isn't a new trend — just witness how 
the press savaged Francis Ford Coppola's years-in-the-making 
Apocalypse Now before its release — it does beg the question of 
whether they have a personal axe to grind. 

First and foremost, I saw no evidence of the ultimately pre- 
mature assumption that the movie is anti-semi tic or that it blames 
the Jewish people collectively for the death of Christ. Clearly, 
there were some high-ranking members of the Jewish Sanhedrin 
who felt threatened by Jesus and, as a result, they are portrayed 
as the key catalysts for crucifixion in the movie. 

But then that's in the Gospels, too. 

"The anti-semitism (charge) is ludicrous," agreed Pastor 
Gary Taylor of Marion's South Coast Community Church, which 
recently purchased 400 tickets to the film and provided them, 
free-of-charge, to area residents. Pastor Taylor also had the unique 
opportunity to screen the movie back in January with Mel Gibson 
in attendance. 

"I thought it was an excellent film, all the way around," Pas- 
tor Taylor said. "I thought artistically it was very effective ... and 
historically accurate. I didn't see there was anything in there that 
contradicted the story in the Gospels." 

And what of Mel's choice for source material? He said he 
based everything in the movie on the writings of Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John, with some details of Jesus' torture and death 
culled from the writings of Anne Catherine Emmerich, a 
stigmatist who purportedly experienced miraculous visions of 
these events. 




Here's where I find some reviewers to be the most hypo- 
critical. Whether you believe these writings to be fact or fiction, why 
should that affect your experience or assessment of the finished film? 

Personally, I don't believe in an alien with big eyes who can 
make bikes fly and heal cuts with a lighted finger, but I enjoyed 
and appreciated E.T. just the same. And I don't remember critics 
arguing about the accuracy of J.R.R. Tolkien's Middle Earth or 
director Peter Jackson's Oscar-winning film depiction of The Lord 
of the Rings, either. And how "historically accurate" are the em- 
bellished "histories" of William Shakespeare? Or countless other 
books and films "based on a true story"? 

Then there are those who claim the movie is far too violent, 
with one reviewer going so far as to suggest it is "pornographic" 
and nothing more than a "snuff" film. As a longtime horror film 
buff, I could cite enough movie titles here to fill the page and 
beyond that are easily on par with The Passion of the Christ in 
terms of violence and gore. But unlike those films, which can be 
alternately gratuitous or stylized in an exaggerated, comic-book 
fashion, the violence in The Passion of the Christ is portrayed real- 
istically as a means of showing Jesus' ultimate sacrifice. 

As a film in and of itself, I think Mel Gibson's The Passion of 
the Christ is a remarkable achievement and an undeniable work 
of art. That it was inspired by one man's personal religious con- 
victions shouldn't stop people from appreciating its craft or 
power. In fact, I have always believed the best art should not 
only be inspired but inspiring. And there's little doubt this film is 
a little of both. 

"It's good to hear people talking about something that's more 
important (than sports)," Pastor Taylor said. "People from all 
walks of life are going to see the movie." 

So should you.
